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Suitable measures to combat these phenomena include targeted nutrition and the use of- 
topical agents. A number of compounds have been proposed as active agents for these topical 
agents for example astringents, keratolyses and bactericidal or fungicidal substances like 
phenols salicylic acid, sulfur or organic sulfur compounds, which, when composed in a suitable 
way, swell the homy substance and cause it to separate. Also, the use of female sex hormones, 
which are supposed to inhibit sebaceous gland production directly, is known. 

However, these agents are unsatisfactory. Astringents and keratolyses do not have a 
direct effect on the activity of the sebaceous glands. In the case of topical agents containing 
sulfur preparations, the sulfur is supposed to be absorbed by the skin and come into contact with 
the eland wall, thus producing a constriction of vessels. The effective concentrations in sulfur in 
such preparations are indicated as being from 1 to 40%, and at the same time frequent occurrence 
of incompatibilities, especially when used over large areas, have been noted. The bactericide 
suppressed only secondarily occurring bacterial infestation of the hair matrix. The use of female 
sex hormones is extremely questionable, since even when hair tonics of this kind are used signs 

of feminization can occur. 

The invention is based on the task of creating topical agents that have a direct regulating 
effect on sebaceous gland activity and also on secondary characteristics in sebaceous gland 

hvperproduction. 

It was found that a cosmetic agent that contains, besides other known active agents, 
ethoxvlated olevl alcohol as an active agent satisfies this requirement. This active agent is 
compatible with bactenostat.es, keratoses, plant extracts, and so forth. It is completely soluble 
in alcohol and in water-alcohol solutions and emulsifiable in water. The use of ethoxylated fatty 
alcohols in cosmetic agents as a surface-active substance is indeed known. The regulating effect 
of ethoxvlated olevl alcohol on sebaceous gland activity, however, was surprising and not 
predictable. In addition, it was found that this efficacy can be increased even further if traces of 
elemental sulfur are present in the proposed cosmetic agents. These traces of elemental sulfur 
evidently have a synergistic effect. 

Examples of agents for care of the skin and the hair matrix in accordance with the 
invention, which, however, do not make any claim for completeness, are:

Claims 

1 A cosmetic agent for regulation of sebaceous gland activity in the human skin in the 
form of a water-alcohol or emuls.on-like base with substantially known active agents, which is 
characterized by the fact that it contains ethoxylated oleyl alcohol as an additional active agent. 

2. A cosmetic agent as in Claim 1. which is characterized by the fact that it additionally 
contains traces of elemental sulfur, preferably in a range from about 0.01 to 0.08%.
